|  REPORT  OF  TEE  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE 

I  “  Year  e ndlngHL 9 ^  ™ 

We  regret  to  state  that  the  membership  of  St.  Luke’s  Alumnae 
Association  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  graduate  nurses  is 
very  small.  This  is  especially  true  among  nurses  who  are 
engaged  in  private  duty.  Nurses  who  avail  themselves  01  the 
privileges  of  the  Hospital  Registry  are  expected  to  be 
members  of  the  Alumnae  Association;  as  the  schedule  01  xioui s 
end  rates,  as  well  as  rules  governing  the  registry  are  re¬ 
gulated  by  the  First  District  Association.  . It  seems  that  the 
It.  Luke’s  Nurses  are  not  giving  this  organization  tne  prope 
support.  At  the  present  time  there  are  approximate./ 
nurses  on  the  registry  who  are  not  members  01  any  nursing, 
organization.  During  the  past  year  over  two  hundred  personal 
letters  wnh  membership  cards  enclosed  have  been  sent  out  by 
this  committee.  However ,  some  of  these  letters  have  been 
returned  on  account  of  incorrect  addresses. 

With  the  new  year  and  the  change  of  by-laws,  the  committee 
feels  that  there  will  be  a  definite  change  in  the  attitude 
of  the  nurses  toward  the  Alumnae  Association. 

May  we  not  ask  the  earnest  support  of  every  individual 
member  in  bringing  the  change  about.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY

St*  Luke’s  Alumnae  Association  has  held  23  regular  meetings; 
17  hoard  meetings  and  two  special  board  meetings  since  the  last 

annual  meeting  which  was  held  in  February  1920. 

m  » 

In  October  1920  -  the  President  Miss  Jones  was  forcea^to 
resign  on  account  of*  ill  health  and  the  iirst  vice  President  — 
Miss  Kimmel  became  acting  President,  until  October,  1922, 
when  on  account  of  change  of  residence  she  was  obliged  to 
resign.  Miss  Collins,  second  Vice  President  -was  chosed  by 
the  Board  as  our  acting  President. 

Our  Alumnae  has  struggled  through  a  period  of  depression 
or  lack  of  interest  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  our  memoers . 
The  meetings  in  general  have  not  been  so  well  attended  as  we 
might  expect.  At  three  meetings  that  were  called  no  business 
was  transacted  for  lack  of  quorum.  Three  to  five  members 
coming  out.  This  has  not  been  on  account  of  our  nurses  being 
too  busy  but  rather  a  concentrated  effort  on  the  part  of  a 
few  to  prevent  evening  meetings  being  held.  In  May,  19:.  ,  tne 
regular  business  meeting  was  dispensed  with  and  an  evening  m 
honor  of  Miss  Eldredge  was  enjoyed  by  all.  .Miss  Eldreage  has 
since  secured  the  highest  honor  in  the  Nursing  horld.  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  A.  II.  A. 


Two  parties  for  the  graduating  classes  have  been  given. 
The  last  one  in  May,  1922,  at  which  Miss  Fulmer  gave  one ^ of 
her  splendid  talks  to  the  graduating  class.  At  our  evening 
meeting  and  at  one  afternoon  meeting  over  thirty  members 
were  present.  At  the  other  meetings  the  average  attendance 

was  from  18  to  20  members. 


For  the  year  1923  let  us  strive  for  closer  co-operation— 
a  larger  membership  and  a  better  attendance  at  the  meetings. 
We  have  accomplished  very  little  the  past  thiee  y ears  ,  e 
us  have  a  definite  aim  in  the  future.  A  scholarship  at  a 
university  as  suggestion  by  one  of  our  nurses— a  pension 
fund  large  enough  to  allow  us  to  take  care  of  our  own  nurses 
and  not  leave  them  after  years  of  labor  dependent  on  some 
one  else.  A  sick  benefit  or  endowed  room  m  oUr  Hospital  to 
care  for  our  nurses  who  are  ill  and  in  neec  of  nelp  end 
cheer.  Let  us  forget  our  personal  differences . and  strive 
for  better  and  larger  St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  Association.

Miss  Ambridge  had  to  undergo  a 
severe  oneration  and  Miss  Ream  reported  a  broken  arm,  irom 
her  home* in  California.  Miss  Kate  Seymour  was  ill  for  some 
time  at  the  Illinois  Masonic  Hospital  in  Chicago.  She 
wishes  to  thank  the  nurses  who  kindly  helped  her  at  that  time.

ABOUT  THE  NURSES1  RELIEF  FUND 

I  wonder  how  many  of  our  members  read  the  Biennial^Reports 
of  the  Chairman  and  Treasurer  of  the  Nurses1  Relief  Fund. 
Committee  given  at  the  Seattle  convention  and  published  in 
the  American  Journal  cf  Nursing? 

Thirty  three  nurses  were  being  helped  in  June,  ,  and 

69  had  been  assisted  since  April,  1920,  five  times  as  many 
nurses  needing  help  as  in  the  previous  yea  s. 

If  you  read  the  report  of  the  Nurses1  Relief  Fund  eveiy 
month  in  the  Journal  you  will  see  how  .the  fund  is  growing, 
and  how  much  each  state  is  contributing,  also  the  number  c± 

nurses  being  helped. 

As  you  know,  any  nurse  who  is  a  member  of. the  A.  *  A. 
either  through  her  Alumnae  or  District  and  is  ill  and  unable 
to  meet  all  her  expenses  is  eligible  for  help.  Or  course, 
her  Alumnae  will  help  her  too.  The  Fund  is  growing  slowly 
and  in  1922  was  |65,000.00.  We  would  soon  have  p 100,000., 
if  every  member  gave  pi .00  a  year. 

In  December  leaflets  answering  questions  about  the  N.  R.  r. 
were  sent  with  the  First  District  Bulletin  but  few  contri¬ 
butions  have  been  sent  in  since  December. 

The  Alumnae  Association  is  giving  $100.00  r.  L*  -  • 

in  memory  of  Miss  Johnstone,  but  that  should  not  take  the 
place  of  individual  contributions.

MINUTES  OF  FEBRUARY  MEETING. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  St,  Luke’s  Alumnae  Association  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  Miss  Collins,  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
February  20th  at  2  :30  P.  M.  Thirty-six  members  present. 

Secretary’s  report  read  and  accepted.  Miss  Collins  gave  a  report 
of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  placing  the  funds  of  the 
association  in  a  trust  fund  which  was  done  on  February  14th.  Moved 
by  Mrs.  Aleshire,  seconded  by  Miss  Laurie  that  the  action  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  be  ratified  by  the  members.  Carried. 

Miss  Laurie  as  Chairman  of  the  Visiting  Committee  reported  the 
following  nurses  ill:  Miss  Myrtle  Jones,  Miss  Louise  Spohr,  Miss  M. 
R.  Browne,  Miss  L.  Rein,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fiske. 

The  program  committee  asked  for  suggestions  from  the  members 
of  what  they  would  like  for  their  programs.  Mrs.  Aleshire  offered  a 
film  on  “The  Making  of  a  Newspaper.”  The  Press  Committee  reported 
that  printing  of  Journal  would  cost  about  eight  dollars  more  than  the 
mimeographing  and  would  be  much  better.  Report  accepted  and 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.  Membership  Committee  pre¬ 
sented  ten  names  for  membership  and  one  for  re-instatement.  Report 
accepted. 

Miss  Wood  was  asked  to  take  charge  of  securing  subscriptions  for 
the  American  Journal  of  Nursing. 

Letters  from  Mr.  Bryson  and  Mrs.  Crerar  were  r^ad. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Pringle  as  Chairman  of  the  Membership 
Committtee  was  read  and  accepted  with  deep  regret.  Miss  Pringle 
has  done  splendid  work  in  securing  newT  members. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Whitcomb  as  a  member  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  was  read.  Moved  by  Mrs.  Aleshire,  seconded  by  Mrs,  Waller  that 
Miss  Whitcomb’s  resig  lation  be  laid  on  the  table  and  that  Miss  Whit¬ 
comb  be  asked  to  reconsider  her  resignation. 

Miss  Sharpe  suggested  that  we  discuss  at  the  next  meeting  the 
question  of  endowing  a  room  for  the  nurses  in  the  new  building. 

Meeting  adjourned  to  listen  to  a  splendid  talk  on  “Current  Events” 
by  Miss  Mary  Childs  of  Evanston.

REPORT  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  ILLINOIS  STATE 
ASSOCIATION  OF  GRADUATE  NURSES 
HELD  AT  PEORIA  -  OCTOBER  10-11-12 

-  1923  - 

The  President,  Miss  Dunlap,  in  her  address  made  a  plea  for  more 
members  in  the  State  Association.  At  present  there  are  6,000  regis-  j 
tered  nurses  in  Illinois,  and  less  than  half  2,800,  are  members  of  the 
State  Association.  The  President  also  emphasized  the  need  for  keep-  j 
mg  in  touch  with  the  issues  of  the  day,  naming  the  Sheppard  Towner  I 
Bill,  the  Child  Labor  Law,  the  Eight  Hour  Day,  Birth  Control,  and 
others,  stating  that  we  cannot  side  step  these  issues,  that  the  members 
of  the  Association  must  study  these  matters  carefully,  and  that  as  an 
organization,  we  must  take  a  stand  regarding  them. 

1 

Miss  Dunlap  felt  that  some  investigation  was  needed  of  the  nurses 
in  the  Public  Health  field,  particularly  of  the  nurse  working  alone  in 
a  community,  of  the  type  of  work  she  is  doing,  the  preparation  she  has 
had,  etc. 

Mrs.  Sachs,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Tuberculosis,  sent  in  an 
excellent  report  on  Tuberculosis  among  nurses,  the  result  of  a  study 
on  the  question  in  Illinois. 

Mrs.  O’Neal,  representative  of  the  41st  Senatorial  District  of 
Illinois,  brought  to  our  attention,  the  fact  that  an  appropriation  of 
$60,000  has  been  made  to  survey  the  needs  of  handicapped  children  in 
the  State.  Mrs.  O’Neal  stated  that  the  committee  appointed  to  handle 
this  matter  was  composed  entirely  of  men.  She  felt  that  a  woman 
should  sit  on  this  committee.  A  motion  was  made  for  the  State  Asso 
elation  to  request  Mr.  Jenkins  to  ask  some  woman  to  serve  on  this  com-  ; 
mittee. 

Professor  Hickman  gave  a  talk  on  the  Psychology  of  Human  Be¬ 
havior.  The  thought  which  he  developed  and  emphasized  repeatedly  j 
was  that  the  whole  secret  of  such  behavior  as  might  be  termed  success¬ 
ful.  was  in  the  ability  to  learn  to  adjust  to  others.  He  showed  the  early  j 
adjustments  which  the  little  child  must  learn  to  make  first :  His  fam¬ 
ily,  then  his  playmates,  and  later,  to  an  ever  growing  world. 


Miss  Johnson  of  Durand  Hospital,  g*ave  an  interesting  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  Nursing  Technique  of  Communicable  Diseases,  A  gown 
and  mask  were  worn.  Miss  Johnson  stated  that  a  very  careful  study 
was  made  in  order  to  determine  the  value  of  the  mask,  the  results  of 
cultures  made  on  nurses  wearing  masks  and  on  those  not  wearing  them 
proved  conclusively  the  value*  of  using;  the  mask.  A  discussion  follow¬ 
ed  on  the  methods  of  isolation  in  the  Durand  Hospital  where  the  cubi¬ 
cle  sy  stem  is  in  use.  Miss  Johnson  stated  that  the  doors  of  the  cubicles 
were  left  open  in  all  cases,  excepting  Measles,  and  Chicken  Pox.  Scar¬ 
let  Fever  and  Measles  serum  is  being  tried  out  on  nurses  and  others 
who  have  been  exposed  to  these  diseases.  So  far,  the  results  have 
been  good,  altho  the  experiments  have  not  been  extensive  enough  to 
prove  conclusively  the  value  of  the  serum. 

Interesting  discussions  followed  the  papers  on  the  12  hour  day  for 
the  private  duty  nurse.  Miss  McCleary  stated  that  this  system  has 
worked  out  very  satisfactorily  in  the  Evanston  Hospital  over  a  period 
of  several  years.  Others  felt  that  it  could  not  be  used  successfully  in 
the  home.  The  concluding  remarks  were  to  the  effect,  that  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  patient,  the  locality,  finances,  etc.  should  decide  the  matter, 
not  a  hard  and  fast  rule. 

Two  papers  were  read  on  the  “Incurable  Case”,  deploring  the  fact 
that  fully  trained  nurses  gave  months  or  years  to  a  patient  who  could 
be  cared  for  equally  well  by  some  one  with  less  training. 

Folio-wing-  Miss  Stevenson’s  paper  on  “The  Public  Health  Nurse  ” 
and  the  “Crippled  Child”,  Mrs,  Riesmaii  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health  told  of  the  work  of  the  twenty-six  clinics  in  Illinois,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  East,  She  stated  that  there  had  been  much  opposition 
by  many  in  the  state  who  felt  that  this  work  was  curative,  not  pre¬ 
ventive,  and  therefore,  was  not  the  function  of  the  State  Department. 

The  Industrial  Nurses  program,  was  particularly  interesting.  Dr. 
C.  G.  Farnham  of  Peoria  emphasized  the  necessity  of  close  contact  with 
the  employees,  of  knowing  them  as  soon  as  they  began  work  with  the 
firm.  He  was  most  emphatic  in  his  repeated  statements  that,  given  a 
sqare  deal,  the  employee  will  not  be  difficult  to  handle*  and  will  not 
be  a  malingerer. 

Miss  Mabel  Boyd  of  Chicago,  read  a  paper  on  “Cooperation  with 
the  Safety  Council”,  and  showed  how  important  it  was  for  the  nurse 
to  be  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  council,  how  much  she  could  do 
to  assist  the  foremen  in  the  prevention  of  accidents  in  certain  depart¬ 
ments. 

Miss  Warner’s  paper  on  “The  Relation  of  the  Public  Health 
Nurse  to  other  Community  Workers”,  presented  the  positive  side  of 
the  question  rather  than  the  negative.  Many  of  the  nurses  must  have 
realized  if  they  had  not  realized  it  before,  that  it  is  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  know  the  resources  of  their  communnity  and  then  to  use  those 
resources  more  intelligently. 

Miss  Kennedy  brought  several  matters  to  our  attention,  regarding 
the  Institute  to  be  held  in  Chicago  next  year,  asking  for  suggestions. 


1  rofessor  Blatz  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  good  preparation  for 
whatever  our  task  might  be;  that  nothing  ever  came  to  us,  without 
horns  of  haul  work.  Dr.  Blatz  urged  us  to  continue  in  our  education, 
1  o  read  more  and  to  continue  to  develop.  Of  the  Visiting  Nurse,  Dr’ 
Blatz  said  this,  that  she  does  the  greatest  good  of  any  worker  in  the 
community. 

Miss  Kennedy  s  paper  brought  out  the  great  need  for  nurses  in 
the  field  of  pychiatric  nursing.  In  the  Illinois  institutions  for  the  In¬ 
sane  there  are  less  than  20  registered  nurses  caring  for  200,000 
patients.  It  was  felt  that  some  training  should  be  given  the  student 
nurse  in  the  care  of  patients  mentally  ill. 


Dr.  Palmer  of  Springfield  spoke  of  the  importance  of  high  stand- 
aids  in  nursing.  He  said  that  medical  standards  kept  pace  with  nurs¬ 
ing  standards,  where  nursing  improved,  the  doctors  improved— What¬ 
ever  is  best  about  us,  whatever  is  worst  lies  at  the  feet  of  the  nurse”. 
In  the  hospital  the  equipment,  grounds,  etc,,  amount  to  about  24%  of 
the  whole,  the  nursing  is  about  76%.  Dr.  Palmer  felt  that  nurses  were 
1 0(>  migratory,  that  they  should  make  good  where  they  were. 

Discussion  following  Dr.  Parker’s  paper  brought  out  the  necessity 
lor  giving  the  student  nurse  a  better  training  in  the  care  of  tubercu¬ 
losis  patients.  Affiliation  with  Tuberculosis  Hospitals  was  felt  to  be 
a  solution  of  the  problem  of  staffing  these  hospitals,  and  of  educating 
the  student  nurse  in  tuberculosis  work. 

Dr.  Sloan  in  his  paper  on  “The  Attitude  of  the  Medical  Profession 
toward  the  Present  Day  Nurse”,  brought  out  the  opinion  of  the  medi¬ 
cal  profession  that  there  would  be  no  shortage  of  nurses  if  there  were 
two  classes  of  nurses,  one  with  limited  education  to  do  the  menial  work, 
and  one  with  higher  education  to  do  the  skilled  nursing.  .Dr.  Sloan 
spoke  of  the  school  in  Chicago  which  had  graduated  several  thousand 
of  these  women  after  a  six  weeks  course.  Discussion  followed  Dr. 
Sloan’s  paper  to  the  effect  that  a  nurse  worthy  of  the  name,  did  not 
object  to  menial  work,  that  while  there  was  a  need  for  a  woman  to 
render  less  skilled  service,  these  women  were  difficult  to  find.  The 
short  course  had  not  solved  the  problem  in  Chicago.  Miss  Tobin  stat¬ 
ed  that  not  enough  of  these  short  course  graduates  were  available  in 
Chicago  to  run  the  sixteen  bed  hospital.  Miss  Cutler  of  Presbyterian, 
stated  that  the  hospitals  with  highest  requirements  and  giving  the  best 
training,  were  not  the  hospitals  which  were  complaining  of  the  short¬ 
age  of  nurses,  that  they  had  plenty  of  applicants.

The  fund  for  Tubercular  Nurse's  Cottage  at  Naperville  has  not 
increased  very  much  the  past  month — owing  to  a  misunderstanding  the 
letters  which  were  to  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Alumnae  regard¬ 
ing  this  fund  have  not  been  sent.  If  the  nurses  would  please  send 
their  personal  contributions  to  either  Miss  F.  Drake  at  St,  Luke’s  Hos¬ 
pital  or  Mrs.  John  B.  Tracy,  221  W.  Garfield  Blvd.,  it  will  be  greatly 
appreciated. 

Following  is  a  letter  received  in  reply  to  one  written  to  Mrs.  Sachs :

Chicago,  Illinois. 

My  dear  Mrs.  Tracy: 

Mrs,  Sachs  has  asked  me  to  reply  to  your  letter  of  October  22d 
concerning  the  nurses’  cottage  fund.  Mrs.  Sachs  was  very  glad,  in¬ 
deed,  to  know  that  the  fund  was  coming  along  so  nicely. 

The  cottage  plan  includes  six  rooms  for  nurses,  a  sitting  room, 
kitchen,  bath  room,  large  porch  and  pergola  on  the  roof.  It  is  planned 
to  build  the  cottage  so  that  a  second  floor  can  be  added  at  any  time. 
I  think  Miss  Crissey  of  Hahnemann  Hospital  has  the  plans  at  present 
and  I  am  just  quoting  from  what  I  remember  of  them. 


The  architects  consider  it  one  of  the  most  perfect  buildings  of  its 
kind,  if  we  are  able  to  carry  out  the  plans  as  they  now  stand.  I  think 
the  basement  is  equipped  with  storeroom  and  wash  basin  and  a  few 
other  conveniences  in  addition  to  taking  care  of  the  heating. 

Of  course,  we  will  still  have  to  raise  the  fund  for  furnishing  it 
after  we  have  raised  the  money  for  the  building  fund.  There  are  sev¬ 
eral  groups,  who  are  making  plans  for  equipping  one  room,  for  in¬ 
stance,  the  nurses  of  the  Chicago  Tuberculosis  Institute  up  to  date  have 
raised  about  $150.00  toward  furnishing  one  room.  One  or  two  other 
groups  are  making  a  similar  effort.  The  up-keep  will  mean  $21.00  per 
week  for  each  patient,  which  will  include  all  general  care,  medical  care, 
in  fact  everything  except  personal  laundry. 

As  to  the  percentage  of  nurses,  we  have  no  figures  that  will  de¬ 
termine  this  exactly.  Mrs.  Sachs’  survey,  made  by  questionnaire,  cov¬ 
ered  all  the  hospitals  in  Illinois  and  a  few  outside.  The  information 
covered  a  period  of  five  years,  1917  to  1922,  and  gave  206  definite  cases 
of  tuberculosis.  This,  of  course,  does  not  give  the  number  of  tubercu¬ 
losis  infections.  These  were  definite,  active  cases.  We  cannot  give 
you  the  percentage  because  we  do  not  know  the  exact  number  of 
nurses  that  passed  through  the  hospitals  during  this  period. 

For  information  concerning  the  fund  for  the  building  of  the  cot¬ 
tage  I  would  refer  you  to  the  October  bulletin  of  the  Illinois  State  As¬ 
sociation  of  Graduate  Nurses.
